Women march to 
‘take back the night’

"I wouldn't be making this recom- 
mendation it I didn't think there was a 
serious problem," said McGill Vice- 
Principal Academic Samuel Freedman 
this Monday as he presented a motion 
to the Board of Governors to stop com- 
mercial laboratories from recruiting 
people on campus for human ex- 
periments. 

The motion, passed unanimously, 
stipulates that "No one may use 
University promises, or publications 
under its control or jurisdiction, to 
recruit In any manner a member of the 
University community as a participant 
in medical testing or in clinical trials in- 
volving human subjects related to non- 
university research projects." 

According to Freedman, "At least 
one, possibly more commercial 
laboratories are advertising for 



students. Within the university, any 
testing done on human subjects is 
reviewed by an ethics committee. 

"With an outside contractor, we 
have no idea if it has gone through an 
ethics committee. Some of these tests 
are dangerous," he said. 

Freedman expressed his concern 
that "one company has been waging a 
particularity aggressive campaign. In- 
cluding renting space in the student 
centre. 

"The university should not appear to 
bo supporting these trials," he 
asserted. 

Two of the parties potentially af- 
fected by this ban are the Students' 
Society of McGill University (SSMU), 
and Tho McGill Dally. 

However, Freedman acknowledged 
that as both of these organizations are 
autonomous from the Board, the 
regulation is not binding, and said only 
that "(the new policy) will be forwarded 



in the hope that they will take similar 
action." 

SSMU president Paul Pickorsgill 
was ammonable to the motion, saying, 
"This will certainly servo as a starting 
point for us to formulate a similar 
policy." 

"Bio-rosoarch" is the company 
responsible for most of the recruitment 
on campus. Tho company paid S550 
for eight ads in The Daily last year, and 
$200 for one in the SSMU student 
handbook. 

Tho loss of revenue, if The Dally 
lollowed administration's lead, does 
not concern Daily ad salesperson 
Boris Shedov: "I'll be out of some 
pocket money, that's all." 

SSMU advertising manager Jack 
Berry was also not bothered by the 
financial implications of tho move, say- 
ing "We'll abide by it without 
question."

This Friday night, women will bo 
marching through the streets, on the 
sixth annual "Take Back tho Night 
March," claiming tho rights of women 
to live free from the fear of violence. 

Since t98t, the third Friday in 
September has been designated as 
the date for protesting violence against 
women. 

This year's march in Montreal has 
been orgainized by a coalition of Mon- 
treal women's groups, including the 
Montreal Women's Centre and the 
YWCA's Committee on Pornography. 

"We are trying to Increase public 
awareness." said Gayle Farrell, of the 
Montreal Women's Centro. "It's impor- 
tant that people understand that fear 
and violence are a part of a woman's 
everyday life." 

The march Is also intended "to pro- 
mote solidarity between women," said 
Farrell. 

"Women in this city are so 
fragmented," said Mary Lamey, a 
march organizer representing the Con- 
cordia Women's Collective. "This is 
the one time a year that women of all 
types, not only feminists, can got 
together for and relate to." 

Women in the march will be claiming 





their right to "take back the night", to 
be free of fear and violence at all times 
and in all situations. "The march is 
celebratory," said Lamey, "alone wo 
may be fearful, but together there is a 
feeling of safety, strength, and 
celebration." 

The march begins at 19h30 at Carré 
St. Louis and finishes at Dominion 
Square. Prior to the march there will be 
a rally. This year, instead of speeches, 
there will be a demonstration by Action 
Self-Defense. The group presents 
defense techniques, showing women 
how to make themselves less 
vulnerable. 

There will be a Victory Celebration at 
tho YWCA following tho march. 
Women participating In the march are 
asked to bring nolsemakers, candles, 
or placards if they wish. 

As well, a daycare will be provided 
by men in tho community as a way tor 
them to show their solidarity. "It's a 
symbolic gesture that women march 
alone, because they shouldn't have to 
have male companionship to walk at 
night", said Lamey. 

"We're just really trying to become 
visible", said Farrell, "people don't 
know what it's like to walk from the 
Metro at one in the morning, looking 
over your shoulder — some women 
think it's normal, and we have to show 
them that it's not."

Blood spilt on Career 



Two people poured simulated blood 
on a display to protest the presence of 
military-related corporations at Con- 
cordia's Sir George Williams Campus 
AIESEC Career Day yesterday. 

The display belonged to Paramax, a 
wholly owned subsidiary of American- 
based transnational Sperry Incor- 
porated. Paramax currently has a 
$1.25 billion contract with the Cana- 
dian government to build weapons 
systems for new destroyer- frigates. 

Despite a large number of Concor- 
dia security guards, the two protestors 
managed to slip away unnoticed. 

The two were part of a group called, 
"The Red Paint Brigade," who, accor- 
d'ng to their press report, have joined 
together to actively resist the presence 
of "oppressive militaristic corporations 
on university campuses." 

By allowing Paramax and other cor- 
porations with military contracts, such 
as CAE, Phillips, Northern Telecom 
and IBM representation at Career Day, 
the AISEC is in violation of a 1984 stu- 
dent referendum which declared Con- 
cordia a military-free zone. 

Paramax representatives refused 
comment. Career Day organizers from 
AISEC Concordia cleaned up the 
mess.

Last Friday night's frat crawl has 
spawned possible legal action after 
police riot squads arrested three 
McGill students and harrassed others. 

Following complaints about noise 
from local residents, Montréal Urban 
Community (MUC) police arrived and 
began marching up University St. bet- 
ween Milton and Pine. 

Tho scene was described by some 
students as "fairly calm." "There was 
no reason anyone should have com- 
plained", said one U2 Anatomy stu- 
dent. 

Three students were arrested by 
police, including Nand Menon, a U3 
Engineering/Computer Science stu- 
dent. 

"I was threading my way back 
homo, about to turn onto Prince Arthur 
from University," said Menon, "I 
wasn’t doing anything, and those guys 
jumped mo from behind.” 

Menon was charged with disturbing 
tho peace by yelling, "which is funny," 
he said, ^‘because I had a sore throat.”

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McGill gets cozy with RAEU

McGill Students' Society VP Exter- 
nal Ian Brodie will be presenting a mo- 
tion at this evening's council meeting 
that SSMU take the "Yes to RAEU" 
side in this fall's referendum on joining 
RAEU (Regroupement des Associa- 
tions d'Etudiant(e)s Universitaires). 

"Wo have to join one or the other 
( RAEU or ANEQ, Association Na- 
tionale des Etudiant(e)s du Quebec) 
because of the sheer size of the issues 
facing us," says Brodie. 

A brief, submitted with the motion, 
reads, "A student's society which Is 
not part of a student federation Is miss- 
ing an Important link to other students 
and has no way of Influencing their 
work." 

Brodie told The Deity, "There will be 
a lot more room for McGill to take a 
leading role In RAEU." RAEU's 
system of proportional representation 
would give McGill two votes as oppos- 
ed to one for smaller colleges. 

"The main reason wo withdrew 
(from RAEU in the early eighties)," he 



said, "was that their internal finances 
were a bit chaotic. Now they're a lot 
tighter; they're computerized and they 
have audits. 

"They (RAEU) have some very 
logical policies. I don't think there Is a 
problem with their policy being too 
moderate," he said 

Daron Westman, the Post-Graduate 
Students' Society (PGSS) represen- 
tative to council is opposed to joining 
RAEU. "Their strategy Is too close to 
the government's," he explained. 
Many of RAEU's policy reccommenda- 
tlons resemble government policy. 

"I really think that the times call for a 
more confrontational strategy," said 
Westman, "the government Is 
prepared to steamroll us and Ian 
Brodie and RAEU are giving them an 
open Invitation." 

But Brodie insists, "We are not tak- 
ing a conciliatory approach to govern- 
ment... We are offering them a 
package of proposals, some of which 
they want to hear, most of which they 
do not. 

"I think Claude Ryan Is still an ally of 



Save Lebanon 



"Palestine is a problem. Lebanon Is 
a tragedy." These were the words of 
Dr. James M. Zugby, National Director 
of the 'Save Lebanon' campaign, who 
spoke to a Montréal audience last Fri- 
day night. The lecture was sponsored 
by the Lebanese-Syrian Canadian 
Association. 

The Save Lebanon Campaign raises 
money for the U.S. transportation and 
treatment of wounded children who 
are unable to receive adequate 
medical treatment in Lebanon. 

"Save Lebanon Is an American pro- 
ject, based in Washington D.C., and 
was begun In 1982 in response to the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon," Zugby 
said. 

In addition to sending medical sup- 
plies and personnel to Lebanon, 
Zugby said the campaign recently 
financed the reconstruction of an or- 
phanage destroyed in the fighting. 

"Our Children's Project is a con- 
solidation of all the Save Lebanon 
Ideals. It is an attempt to 'heal' the 
Lebanese problem. 

"Save Lebanon has also set up. a 
trust fund for these children, and their 
families and provides social workers 
for the follow-through after the opera- 
tion. We Initiate the adoption of smaller 
projects as well, such as the construc- 
tion of community wells," he said. 

Speaking at what was essentially a 
fund-raising event. Dr. Zugby em- 
phasized the effectiveness of the Save 
Lebanon project over other aid 
organisations. "Save Lebanon is a 
non-profit, non-discriminational group. 
We encourage the transfer of aid to 
small church and community groups in 
Lebanon who can most effectively deal 



with the problems in their own com- 
munities. 

"We actualy advise other aid 
organisations on how their money can 
be best distributed in Lebanon," he 
added. 

Zugby also assured prospective 
donors that Save Lebanon sets 'Target 
Projects' so people "can see exactly 
where their money is going." Ho warn- 
ed against giving money to aid 
organizations, which are "bogged 
down by bureaucracy." 

"Save the Children, for example, 
spends 60c out of every aid dollar an 
overhead costs and management," he 
said. 

Zugby believes that Save Lebanon's 
efforts have had positive results: 
"Since we began in 1962, Save 
Lebanon has done more tor Lebanon 
in the United States than the entire 
Arab World." 

He commended the campaign lor 
putting Lebanon In a positive context 
In the media. "We reflect an Image of 
the Lebanese working together con- 
structively. 

"Save Lebanon gives people the op- 
portunity to do something, rather than 
Just watching it happen," he said. 

Zugby said the four and a hall million 
Muslim Americans, with their new- 
found "consciousness of community" 
are now In a position to fulfill their 
responsibilities to those who need help 
In Arab countries. 

"Arab Canadians have an equally 
large Arab community, compared to 
the U.S., more access to government, 
and Canada has a more open refugee 
policy." 

He concluded by encouraging Cana- 
dian Arabs to start their own target aid 
projects, and to bring children to 
Canada for medical treatment.

In the police car Menon said he was 
prodded In the neck with a police of- 
licer's night-stick, while one of the 
other students, whose head was' 
already bloody from hits by another of- 
ficer, was kicked in the leg. 

The third student arrested "got the 
worst of it," said Menon. "Ho was 
charged with throwing beer bottles, 
and was really roughed up by the 
policemen at the station." 

Another student, sitting on the lawn 
of campus, was night-sticked In the 
chest, although she was doing nothing 
to merit the assault. 

"If those arrested claim there was 
any brutality, then the doors are open

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Revolutionary 
disabled take part 
in marathon

Thomas Hernandez was Injured in the war 
against the contras. Armando Gonzalez was 
disabled in an accident. On September 18, 
the two disabled Nicaraguans will wheelchair 
in the Montréal marathon to raise funds for 
the physically handicapped in Nicaragua. 

Sponsored by the Montréal Committee for 
Central America, the two were chosen by the 
Organization of Revolutionary Handicapped 
to represent more than 10,000 paraplegic 
Nicaraguans. 

Gonzalez and Hernandez said their train- 
ing in Nicaragua Is hindered by lack of 
facilities. As well, their jobs, repairing and 
making wheetchalrs in a workshop (to which 
they hitch-hike every morning), are a drain 
on their practice time. 

According to the two, the status of the 
disabled In Nicargua has changed drastical- 
ly, Following the revolution, the handicaped 
"gleaned new hope" from a government in- 
itiative to build rehabilitation centers. 

Gonzales and Hernandez abo explained 
that the disabled were once regarded simply 
as beggars. Now, they say they are con- 
sidered a real part of society. They express- 
ed their appreciation of this Integration into 
society, and expressed their desire to be a 
part of the light against the contras. 

Voicing strong antl-contra feeling, the two 
said their people are always fearful of an 
American Invasion. But, they emphasized, 
"their fight Is against the American ad- 
ministration, not against the American peo-

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Self-defence course for women

Sell-defense courses lor women are 
becoming Increasingly available In the face 
of rising reports of sexual assault. Action 
Self-Defense for Women and Children Is a 
Montréal feminist organization that teaches 
women how to retaliate against sexual 
assault. 

Action was started In 1983 by Lisa Weln- 
traub and a few friends who were taking 
Wen-Do, a self-defense discipliner They 
decided that there was a need for a course 
that went beyond the technical skills that 
they learnt at Wen-Do, so they created one of 
their own. 

Kathy Penwill, an Instructor with Action, 
says that the group formed In order to pro- 
vide women with a self-defense course that 
examined "the philosophy of sexual assault 
as wall as the physical aspect of it." 

"We wanted to adopt a certain type of 
philosophy that they didn't (at Wen-Do), and 
adopt certain stands. We wanted to call 
ourselves a feminist organization,” she said. 

According to Penwill, the group holds that 
"traditionally, as a society we try to deal with 
the sexual assault of women by either 'victim 
control' or 'offender control.' 

"'Victim control' places the reponsibllity to 
avoid attack on the victim," she elaborated. 
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"Women are told not to wear short skirts, to 
wear bras, and not to walk alone at night. We 
shouldn't have to limit ourselves in that way. 

"Offender control' occurs when you try to 
lock up all the child offenders and rapists 
after the fact — but that's not prevention. 

"We adopted the feminist approach of em- 
powerment which teaches women on two 
levels — to arm them and give them their 
rights back.

Action's course teaches women how to

An upcoming decision on two federal bills 
dealing with pornography and sexual abuse 
of children. Introduced last June 1 0 by former 
Canadian Justice Minister John Crosbie, 
may mean 'anti-sex' rather than 'anti- 
pornography' laws for Canada. 

"Incomprehensible and embarrassing,” Is 
how McGill Criminal Law professor Ron 
Sklar described bill C-II4, one of the bills 
presently under review. 

Bill C-II4 defines "degrading 
pornography" as pornography (the depiction 
of sexual activity, according to Crosbie) 
which shows defacatlon, urination, ejacula- 
tion, breast feeding, menstruation, spitting 
by one person into another, penetration of a 
bodily orifice with an object, or any act in 
which one person attempts to degrade 
himself or another. 

Anyone caught distributing "degrading 
pornography" is liable for a maximum five 
year sentence. 

"As It reads now, degrading pornography 
would certainly appear to cover that which 
encompasses fine art," said Sklar. 

Monica Matte, a member of the Canadian 
Advisory Council on the Status of Women 
agrees with Sklar but added, "It's crucial to 
do some legislation In the area of violent, 
degrading and child pornography. What 
would be obscene, would be inaction.” 

Matte is a member of one of several 
Quebec groups which have almost com- 
pleted a critique of the bill. She said the criti- 
que "didn't try to kill the bill, but to make it 
better." 

The manager of L'Adrogyne, Montreal's 
gay and lesbian bookstore, said bill C-II4 
would "definitely" affect what will be sold In 
the store but says they are waiting to see if 
the bill becomes law before taking protest ac- 
tion. 

A close reading of the bills show that to be 
exempt from prosecution after goods are 
seized, the accused must prove that the 
"degrading pornography" has a "genuine 
educational or scientific purpose” or "is a 
work of artistic merit." 

Thus, the plaintiff does not have to prove 
that the work is "degrading" or "por- 
nographic.” This provision is already 
covered in the bill. The burden of proof Is on 
the accused, who is now assumed guilty until 
proven Innocent. 

The bills are scheduled lor Parliamentary 
committee hearings on October I. "It will 
never pass," predicts Sklar.
